While the wheels are in 
motion to begin some sort of 
public transit service in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake by the 
end of March, senior Blanche 
Quinn wants to know how 
she and others like her will 
get to the grocery store and 
doctors' appointments. 

Public Works director 
Ewald Kuczera says the 
Irvine Road senior might not 
be happy with the service 
the town can afford—not 
everybody will be—but there 
will be baby steps taken to 
provide transportation that 
could eventually grow to 
provide the kind of service 
she requires. 

At Monday’s committee- 
of-the-whole meeting, coun¬ 
cillors agreed to terms of ref¬ 
erence so that the town can 
solicit offers from public and 
private agencies to provide 
NOTL with a transit service.

The private company that 
runs the current communi¬ 
ty shuttle, the one that pro¬

and an evaluation process 
for bids from companies to 
provide NOTL with transit 
services. 

The service is expected to 
include a shutde from the 
Fort George bus parking lot 
to downtown Queen Street 
to accommodate tourists, 
with a link from the Old 
Town with Virgil and 
Niagara College in 
Glendale. 

The tourist shuttle is now 
provided by 5-0 Taxi, anoth¬ 
er company which could be 
expected to bid on provid¬ 
ing the new transit system. 

The service will operate 
Monday to Saturday for 11 
hours a day year-round. 
There would be no service 
on Sundays or statutory 
holidays. 

The bus would run every 
60 minutes, with a $3 one¬ 
way fare. 

Prentice suggested there 
are a number of items coun¬ 
cil must decide on before 
the terms of reference can 
be prepared, including a 
selection committee to 
review bids. 

Council must finalize the 
details of the service, pro¬ 
mote the transit service to 
potential riders, develop a 
plan to make sure the bus is 
accessible for everyone who 
uses it, arrange for signs 
and bus stop locations and 
look at opportunities to 
connect with other transit 
systems and the extra fares 
associated making transfers 
to other buses. 

Concerned about the 
exclusion of St. Davids and 
Queenston on the bus route, 
Councillor Maria Bau Coote 
asked why these two areas 
will not see any transit ser- 


Kuczera said a study 
assessing the need for tran¬ 
sit services completed 
about a year ago indicated 
most of the residents who 
said they would use it want 
a connection between the 
Old Town and Virgil. 

“It will be a natural pro¬ 
gression in the communi¬ 
ty—as the community’s 
demand grows, the service 
will grow.” 

There is still a lot of work 
that needs to be done before 
a transit system is put in 
place, said Kuczera. 

He told councillors routes 
and schedules still haven’t 


been finalized and they will 
need to be confirmed in co¬ 
operation with the opera- 

The Town expects to 
finalize the terms of refer¬ 
ence for shutde services by 
the end of November and 
begin receiving bids for the 
contract by December, with 
a service up and running by 
the end of March. 

Although the timeline is 
ambitious, "it’s doable,” 
Kuczera said. 

The request for offers will 
close on Dec. 20 and a 
report will be sent to coun¬ 
cil with staff’s recommen¬ 
dation for the best offer.

Virgil sports park not a 


Councillors sug¬ 
gest town staff 
look at alternate 
space for dog 
park. 



Canines will not be able 
to enjoy a leash-free experi¬ 
ence in the Virgil 
Sportspark—but councillors 
agreed to consider other 
locations. 

In October Don Read, a 
Virgil dog owner, asked the 
Town to consider a leash 
free dog park in the corral at 
the back of the sports park. 

The parks and recreation 
department presented a 
report on the impacts of 
agreeing to his suggestion, 
and concluded it was not a 
good location. 

The Virgil Business 
Association built the corral 

Virgil Stampede, and in 
more recent years it has 
been used for the annual 
mug bog. 

The existing fence around 
the corral is 4 inches high 
and has two rails—one at 
the top and the other in the 
middle. 

A parks and recreation 
report said the current 
wooden fence in the corral 
would have to be changed 
to a minimum flve-foot steel 


The proximity of the base¬ 
ball diamonds would also 
present a problem, with 
possibility of balls being hit 
into the fenced area. 

The sports park pavilion, 
which is used most week¬ 
ends throughout the sum¬ 
mer for tournaments, pic¬ 
nics and family reunions, is 
too close to the corral to 
make it a practical dog park, 
the report said. 

Town staff also reported 
concerns about mainte¬ 
nance and the enforcement 
of a leash-free park. 

The report said there are 

ers not picking up after dogs 
within the park and 
although signs are clearly 
posted at all park entrances, 
poop and scoop and leash 
bylaws are “continuously 
ignored.” 

Town staff recommended 
dog owners take advantage 
of die leash-free area in the 
Commons. 

Although he supported 
the recommendation 
against a dog run in the 
sports park, Councillor 
Jamie King said he is hesi¬ 
tant to let his dog run leash- 
free in the Commons 
because it is not fenced in. 

“I support the report from 
Town staff, but I support the 
exploration of the possibili¬ 
ty for a leash-free dog park 
in Virgil. We live hi a com¬ 
munity full of dog lovers," 
said King.

Councillor Andrea Kaiser 
suggested the Town should 
look at other examples of 
dog parks in the region. 

Kaiser noted Niagara Falls 
and St. Catharines have 
leash-free dog parks and 
the Town of NOTL could 
learn a from those cities 
about the associated costs. 

“We could have conversa¬ 
tions with St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls about 
their closed dog parks. I am 
really interested to see how 
they deal with all of the 
issues of having dog parks.” 

Councillors agreed the 


best solution is to examine 
whether or not there is a 
space large enough to 
accommodate a dog park in 
Virgil and to consider the 
dog park in the budget for 
2012. 

The Town will also con¬ 
tact other municipalities in 
the region to discuss how 
they have dealt with dog

Is Virgil ready for a dog park? 


It is completely understandable that 
local dog lovers are disappointed the 
recommendation from town staff to 
councillors is that the corral area of the 
Virgil Sports Park is not a good location 
for a leash-free dog park. 

Councillors, unwilling to say a flat- 
out no to the dog run, asked staff to 
have another look at possible alternate 
locations in Virgil. 

It's hard to imagine where, since the 
town's parks and recreation department 
report said all comers of the sports park 
were considered, and there is no suit¬ 
able location. 

And the corral really doesn't work. It 
would require a fence, and that particu¬ 
lar area is too close to ball diamonds. It 
wouldn't be safe for the dogs, or for the 
young athletes who would be chasing 
down foul balls or home runs. 

And the mud bog is such a popular 
part of the annual Virgil Stampede— 


which, let's not forget, has raised more 
than $1 million for local causes—it 
would mean dismantling the fence once 
a year so the event could continue. 

Yet it seems harsh to tell dog owners 
to go to the Common, which although 
very much appreciated by Old Town 
residents and their dogs, has its own set 
of problems. 

It would be great if there were an 
alternative location in Virgil. There is no 
greater reward for a dog owner than to 
see a beloved pet running freely—and 

But it would seem that what works in 
larger municipalities, which have more 
parks from which to draw, is not likely 
to work here. 

NOTL residents are very well-treated 
when it comes to the many amenities 
they enjoy, but a leash-free dog park in 
Virgil may be out of reach for this small

Resident outlines 
deputation he 
didn't finish at 
council 


At a past Niagara-on-the- 
Lake council meeting, I 
attempted to make a depu¬ 
tation on a motion, 
brought forward by 
Councillor Jim Collard, to 
create miles of new bike 

I had a paper to present 
reasoning why such a plan 
was not essential or rea¬ 
sonable at this time. 


I wanted to display that 
not only is an issue impor¬ 
tant, but many times it is 
the council member, who 
puts forward such issues, 
that must be held to 
account. I was interrupted 
for the first time. 

I tried to show that the 
present council and Lord 
Mayor were tasked by the 
public, in the election one 
year ago, to halt unneces¬ 
sary spending, get our fis¬ 
cal house in order and curb 
tax hikes. But I was inter¬ 
rupted twice more. 

I wanted our town to 
know that we did have 
more pressing issues, such 

a) $1.3 million total in 
uncollected taxes in 2010 


and a rate of 10.1 per cent 
in uncollected taxes for the 
taxation year of 2009 alone. 
The rate of uncollected 
taxes has risen yearly since 
2005. 

b) historically low dis¬ 
cretionary reserve levels, 

25 per cent of available rev¬ 
enues without more taxa¬ 
tion. 

c) an obvious need for a 
viable transit system. 

I believed that they were 
significantiy more impor¬ 
tant issues than bike trails 
at this time. 

Items a) and b) were 
drawn from the BMA 
Municipal Report of 2010. 

This report is funded by 
85 per cent of Ontario's 
municipalities and can be 
used as a comparative doc¬ 
ument of like-sized munic¬ 


ipalities. Almost every 
item as it concerns a 
municipality can be found 
in this report. 

I also wanted to present 
a policy statement from the 
Region, which stated that 
we, the municipality, 
would have to design, con¬ 
struct, finance and main¬ 
tain the trails. I read this 
statement as saying that we 
pay, unless we are able to 
secure Federal or 
Provincial grants. 

I wanted to propose that 
we defer the motion for the 
foreseeable future and try 
to find revenue streams to 
finance such ventures, 
other than the taxpayer's 
wallet. 

Alas, I was forced to 
abandon my quest, when it 
seemed to me that: 


• One should never link 
the issue and its timing, 
with the owner of the ini¬ 
tiative. 

• Council was not pres¬ 
ent to hear about last year’s 
election and the reasons 
the electorate voted for the 
mayor and council to rep¬ 
resent them. 

• After only four minutes 
of a 10 minute deputation, 

I was told to stay on point. 

My deputation request 
was to address the bike 
paths extension and the 
fiscal ramifications of such 
a venture at this time. I 
thought that was the point. 

I was not making a depu¬ 
tation to discredit or criti¬ 
cize the council in any way.

One of the fixes at the 
top of the list, it seems, is 
listening. 

Also last week, I attend¬ 
ed the graduation of my 
youngest child from the 
University of Toronto nurs¬ 
ing program. As I sat in 
Convocation Hall, an excep¬ 
tionally beautiful building, 


I couldn't have felt more 
proud - my baby is now a 
licensed registered nurse, 
with a job she loves at 
Sunnybrook Hospital. 

The address at the con¬ 
vocation was given by 
Michele Landsberg, an 
award-winning author and 
journalist, outspoken activ¬ 
ist and supporter of human 
rights. She is also the wife 
of Stephen Lewis, and is 
understandably one of this 
country's most staunch 


Again, on a personal 
note, I was thrilled to be 
there - Landsberg is one of 
my all-time favourite jour- 
niists, not only because 
she is outstanding at her 
craft but because she is so 
firm in her beliefs and so 
dedicated to righting many 
of the wrongs in our soci¬ 
ety, or at least exposing 
them. She managed, at a 
time when women were 
just beginning to think 


about having careers as well 
as raising children, to 
accomplish just that, and 
was an inspiration to some 
of us who were just starting 
out on that path. 

She used the occasion of 
the convocation to launch 
some barbs at our prov¬ 
ince's health care system, 
much to the chagrin of 
some in attendance who 
thought that wasn't the time 
or place for criticism. But 
really, if you're expecting 
warm and fuzzy remarks 
and white-washing of one 
of the most important 
issues of our times, you 
don't invite Landsberg to 

Now a grandmother and 
a cancer survivor still bat¬ 
tling health problems, she 
let us know in her address 
that she was drawing on 
personal experiences. I 
found it a litde startling that 
although she obviously 
wasn't referring to Niagara's 


health care problems, her 
experiences were very simi¬ 
lar to what we might expect 
to hear had she been treat¬ 
ed in one of our hospitals. It 
was a also a little frighten¬ 
ing to think that Toronto 
residents might be sharing 
some of what we have come 
to expect from our health 
system. 

What was most interest¬ 
ing, though, was her solu¬ 
tion—so simple that it could 
be narrowed down to one 

Listening. 

Listen to your patients, 
she pleaded with the new 
graduates as they begin 
their careers in health care. 
It could save lives, and cer¬ 
tainly would improve 
health care experiences. 

Maybe our broken 
Niagara Health System 
could have asked Landsberg 
for the solution instead of 
spending $30,000 on a 


It may seem an oversim¬ 
plification, but think about 

If our health care provid¬ 
ers had been doing a better 
job of listening—and that 
means if there were more of 
them so that they had time 
to listen, and were not so 
understaffed and over¬ 
whelmed by cutbacks and 
lack of support—there 
might have been a litde less 
negativity expressed by 
those who responded to the 
Niagara survey, and more 
importantly, better out¬ 
comes from their care. 

Those who will be 
charged with fixing our 
Niagara system have a 
daunting challenge ahead 
of them. Following the 
study released last week, 
there is at least a framework 
now to begin facing that 
challenge. 

But I agree with 
Landsberg. 

It starts with listening.

After extensive adver¬ 
tising last spring asking for 
expressions of interest on 
the two properties, the 
only proposal received 
was from the Niagara 
Foundation, asking the 
Regent Street property be 
turned into an 1812 
Bicentennial Peace 
Garden. But the commit¬ 
tee decided Queen's Royal 
Park would be a better 
location for a peace gar¬ 
den, and the planning 
report dealing with the 
two properties recom¬ 
mended town staff work 
with the foundation on 
that. 

Town staff suggested 


the both location be con¬ 
sidered surplus and sold 
for residential develop- 

The Regent Street prop¬ 
erty should be equally 
divided into two lots, the 
report said, and a public 
consultation process 
should take place to look 
at what type of residential 
use would be appropriate 
for the Platoff Street prop- 

A committee of Town 
staff and politicians look¬ 
ing at the possibilities for 
the two properties agreed 
the Platoff Street building 
could not easily be refitted 
for other uses and the 
property is not large 
enough to provide suffi¬ 
cient parking revenues if it

The committee also 
agreed funds raised by 
selling the property could 
be used to offset the costs 
of the new community 


Brad Nixon, of the 
Niagara Foundation 
addressed councillors 
Monday and ask them to 
table the issue. He said the 
town doesn't need the 
money from the sale of the 
lawn bowling property to 
cover the cost of the com¬ 
munity centre, and the 
Foundation believes 
Regent Street is the better 
location for the Peace 
Garden—any where else 
in the community wouldn't 
be faithful to the history of 
the property. 

“The community centre 
has been fully funded 
through a committee and 
fundraisers. The need to 
recover the money for the 
community centre no lon¬ 


ger exists," said Nixon. 

“Are we willing to give 
up something that has 
been a part of history for 
the last 200 years?” 

Wes Turner, co-chair of 
the War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee, 
also addressed the coun¬ 
cillors and explained the 
historical significance of 
the property on Regent 
Street. 

Turner told councillors 
when Sir Isaac Brock and 
Colonel Macdonell, two 
important figures from the 
War of 1812, died, their 
bodies laid in state on the 
Regent Street property in 
what was known as 
Government House.

It’s never an easy deci¬ 
sion to make for children 
when their parents are faced 
with health problems such 
as dementia and Alzheimer's 
Disease — but Pioneer Elder 
Care is hoping to make that 
decision a little easier with a 
personal touch. 

Pioneer Elder Care is a 
new assisted living home 
under construction, but 


once the new home is com¬ 
pleted It will be an intimate 
setting for 10 new residents 
who face challenges with 
memory loss. 

With private bedrooms, 
which open up to a main 
common room with a kitch¬ 
en and a living area, it’s a 
little bit different than the 
average senior’s home, says 
NOTL resident Lorie 
Mclnnes, administrator and 
part owner of the home. 

She says she expects the 
St. Catharines home to be 
completed by the end of 
November and will be 
accepting new residents 
soon after that. 

"It’s a new concept for the 
area and it’s a small building 
with 10 people maximum. 
Living in the building is more 
like living in a home. It gets 
away from the hospital feel.” 

Residents will have staff 


available to them 24 hours a 
day — including a registered 
nurse, two personal support 
workers and a dietician. 

Residents will have a 
more personable experience 
at the assisted living home. 

Because the home is 
smaller than most, Mclnnes 
sayspatients will have sched¬ 
ules geared toward their 
interests. 

“This is the place where 
residents are allowed to 
wake up on their own. It 
doesn't follow a strict regi¬ 
men as other places do. If 
someone wakes up at 7:30 
a.m. and wants to have a 
bowl of cereal with bananas, 
they can.” 

Mclnnes says the atmo¬ 
sphere will be laid back and 
inviting because the living 
quarters are more like a 
home. “Once they are there, 
residents and their families 


will feel comfortable playing 
cards, baking cookies or 
sharing a meal together. It’s 
all meant to feel like they are 
at home.” 

The administrator says
